Nikita Khrushchev is soon to 
come to Paris. He and De Gaulle, 
we know, see eye to eye on the 
German question. Neither wants 
a united Germany, although, to 
be sure, their reasons differ. 


If, when the tough, self-styled 
Old Sparrow comes to Paris, the 
Algerian war is not in the process 
of settlement or armistice, there 
may even be some sort of unex- 
pected treaty between France 
and Russia emerge from the ses- 
sion. If President

Congress Mood 


We already have warnings of 
the probable mood of Congress.

He declared 
flatly, and with some heat, that 
the next Congress drastically will 
cut any presidential request for

They did not comprehend it in 
terms of building political stabil- 
ity against Russian political pene- 
tration. And, now that Europe has 
attained it and is offering trade 
competition, many of our people 
are irritated by the fact Europe 
is no longer poor.

To the Tune of a $925,000 Raise 


Santa Claus jumped the gun for 4,833 nonschool employes 
Monday as aldermen voted $925,000 for salary increases and set 
up another $162,000 to employ 45 additional policemen. 


Alderman White of the finance committee told aldermen the 
pay raise would provide a one-step salary raise for all workers 
except policemen and firemen, who will get two steps each. 


City Compt. Earl Landers says the average increase for 
policemen and firemen will be around $30 a month each, while 
other nonschool workers will get an average increase of $12 a 
month, 


White told aldermen that city business licenses were raised 
35 per cent across the board and fees for various services were 
raised to provide the needed funds. 


“We think it is safe to provide the increase and no tax hike 
will be needed to finance it,”” White said. 


He warned, however, that the city must continue to admin- 
ister its business on a sound basis to preserve “Atlanta’s en- 
viable record as one of the best operated and most fiscally sound 
cities in the nation.”

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Let School Report 


Serve as a Guide 


The report of the legislative commit- 
tee headed by State Sen. Walter Jerni- 
gan on Georgia’s educational problems 
continues to receive wide attention and 
discussion. The group did a long and 
thorough study of the schools and their 
records to give us an accurate and dis- 
turbing picture. 


The report tells us what we have 
feared. Our general situation in educa- 
tion is nearing the desperate stage. 


Among the findings which disturbed 
the committee most and which deserve 
repeating were these: 


1. Georgia teachers make on the average 
$1,000 less than the national average; $3,600 in 
Georgia, $4,600 elsewhere. 

2. About 3,500 teachers left the profession in 
this state last year, most of them going to 
industry or to teaching jobs in other states. 

(Editor’s Note—An even greater number is 
expected to leave at the end of this scholastic 
year.) 

3. About 50 per cent of the new teachers 
trained in Georgia never work in a Georgia 
classroom; they go to other states to teach, 
or leave the profession entirely. 

4. State support far outstrips local support 
of the public schools; Georgia ranks fifth na- 
tionally in financial support from the state, 
46th in local backing. 


A critical situation already exists. The 
quality of education in most of the rural 
schools is deplorable. Local pride and 
politics cause some counties to maintain 
two or three high schools which do in- 
ferior jobs. They cannot prepare students 
for college. The shocking number of fail- 
ures and dropouts in freshman college 
classes come largely from small rural 
high schools. Yet selfish interests fight 
consolidation. 

Counties with such poor quality 
schools are the ones which make little or 
no local contribution to their support. 

The committee found that both the 
University of Georgia and Georgia Tech 
already are “beyond the reach” of stu- 
dents from the small rural schools. Yet 
the county unit system, which contributes 
its share to this grievous injustice to our 
children, ardently is defended. Consoli- 
dation of schools and counties also is op- 
posed by entrenched interests, political 
and economic. 

All these factors continue to deprive 
the state of its greatest asset and re- 
source, the intelligence and abilities of 
its young people. 

It is a pity this report cannot be 
mailed to every home in Georgia.

This is perhaps the outstanding stu- 
dent honor and one which is greatly 
prized and sought. The competition is 
terrific and to win is not an ordinary 
achievement. 

Edge will graduate with two degrees, 
one in music and an A.B. in liberal arts. 
He has led his class all the four years he 
has been at the university. He is an ac- 
complished pianist and also 1s captain of 
the debating team. | 

The scholarship provides for two years 
of study at Oxford University in England. 
Cecil John Rhodes, who died in 1902, es- 
tablished the scholarships, leaving most 
of his huge fortune for that purpose. It 
was his hope to unite the English-speak- 
ing peoples.

Christmas Week Makes 


Grim Entrance in State 


Christmas week began with tragedies 
on Georgia highways in the headlines. 

The large number of persons whom 
Fulton County Chaplain Bill Allison has 
befriended and led toward a better way 
of life grieve over the accident in which 
he was injured critically, his wife killed, 
and the driver of the other car, William 
R. Norton, of Griffin, fatally injured. 

At the time of the collision the Rev. 
Mr. Allison was trying to help others. In 
fact, the role of samaritan is synonomous 
with Bill Allison’s life. 

He had pulled over to the left side of 
the highway to pass out candy to some 
children. Then tragedy struck when the 
Allison automobile was hit by another. 

The entire community hopes that 
Chaplain Allison will recover completely 
from his injuries and that soon he will be 
back on the job. He is needed and his work 
is appreciated by thousands. 

A few hours later five youths died in 
a collision near Sylvania. Meanwhile, at 
least a half dozen persons had been killed 
in weekend accidents on Georgia high- 
ways. 

Thus the state entered Christmas week 
on a grim note indeed. 

Again we plead with motorists to be 
careful, to observe traffic laws and for 
all to cooperate in reducing the terrible 
toll on Georgia roads.

Ike’s Trip Is Success, 
But What Comes Next? 


The Western Big Three powers have 
agreed to invite Russia to a summit meet- 
ing on April 27 in what President Eisen- 
hower hopes will be a precedent for many 
future sessions to work at problems caus- 
ing East-West tensions. 

This is the climax to the President’s 
historic world tour which so dramatically 
underscored America’s power and the 
need for exerting that power to lead the 
free world. The President did not em- 
bark on a voyage of conquest. Rather 
he sought to persuade those nations that 
the United States wants to help them 
maintain and strengthen their own free- 
dom. 

How far the President succeeded in 
reconciling differences among our own 
Allies in Europe is not quite clear. The 
governments of Britain, France and West 
Germany are concerned with national as 
well as group interests. But Gen. de 
Gaulle’s insistence that France's national 
interest be placed above European se- 
curity is a weakening factor in the NATO 
setup which Moscow can be expected to 
exploit to the hilt. 

At any rate, the President's trip other- 
wise has been a huge success. Whether 
its effect will be eroded away in the 
coming weeks depends to a large extent 
upon our policymakers and those of our 
friends. 

Summit diplomacy will not be a sub- 
stitute for the long and tough negotia- 
tions by career diplomats. But if it con- 
tributes to success of the latter’s work, 
progress towards peace may be possible.

Elderly Are Becoming 


New Factor in Politics 


The aged and the aging are rising as 
an important political and economic force 
in this country. A look at the statistics 
shows why. 

In 1960 more than 20 per cent of the 
voting-age population will be 60 or older. 
It is expected to show a steady rise, 
reaching a total of 23 per cent or more 
in a decade. As a political bloc, this is 
a formidable group. 

This political influence is being shown 
in the current investigation over drug 
prices. The Kefauver group frankly ad- 
mits that one of the principal motivations 
are protests from the elderly that drug 
prices are so high as to cause grave hard- 
ship from the group which requires. most 
medical care. 

There are bound to be many new wel- 
fare proposals in the years ahead. Already 
being strongly talked is a measure which 
would outlaw forced retirement at a cer- 
tain chronological age. Further liberali- 
zation of Social Security laws and pres- 
sures for medical insurance are on the 
agenda. So.is: housing. 

The elderly have potent allies in 
vounger voters, too, whose aging parents 
would be beneficiaries from such pro- 


grams. 


At any rate, the problems of the aged 
are going to recelve more and more at- 
tention—as they should. The nationwide 
White House-sponsored conference sched- 
uled for 1961 probably will result in far- 
reaching conclusions which will guide 
public policy for years to come.

Told Harsh Truths’ 


Americus — The article by Leo 
Aikman brought back memories. 
He did not call attention to the 
fact that Bill Nye wrote two his- 
tories ‘long out of print), one of 
the United States and the other 
of England. They were true as 
to details of time and place but 
were “‘embellished’”’ as Nye said, 
by harsher truths than.the ordi- 
nary historian dares express. Nye 
Said that his purpose in writing 
the histories was to picture ‘‘peo- 
ple who ate and who sometimes 
drank, not grave tragedians pos- 
ing for their portraits’’ and that 
to write. a true history one should 


arrange to leave the country be- 
fore ‘‘advance copies left the 
printers.” 

What made Nye’s histories 


screamingly funny were his com- 
ments on characters and situa- 
tions. He said that Gen. Brad- 
dock, for scorning Washington's 
advice, “‘entered the Indian wars 
vertically and left them horizon- 
tally’ and when Washington swore 


it ‘broke up the ice on the Dela- 
ware River.” 

He observed that the “‘life of 
the early Saxon was a constant 
struggle between alcoholism and 
trichinosis” and stated that “‘his- 
tory holds few such characters 
as King John, who wasn't even 
successful at crime.” 

Perhaps his masterpiece is 
the title to his chapter on Rich- 
ard Ill, an ‘‘Allegorical Pane- 
gyric on the Incontrovertible 
Machinations of an _ Egotistical 
Usurper.”’

Could Sustain Khrushchev 


As a controlled economy the Soviet Union concent: ‘ates its indus- 


trial effort where its planners choose. 


Thus out of a gross national 


production only 45 per cent that of the United States it can put forth 


a military production effort as great 


as ours. It can, if it chooses, 


do the same with production for economic and political competition. 


The Soviet production 
rate is twice ours or more. If 
this rate is maintained for the 
next decade Soviet industrial 
strength will match ours or at 
least come dangerously close to 
it. Right now the Russians are 
investing as much as we do in 
heavy industry and they undoubt- 
edly will increase that investment. 
Despite talk of increasing con- 
sumer goods production, major 
emphasis on heavy industry de- 
velopment continues. 

Thus the Soviet effort is going 
into real muscle that threatens 
us in two ways—in military power 
and in evidence to underdeveloped 
nations that the Communist sys- 
tem can come from nowhere to 
world leadership in a short span 
of time, thus Inviting others to 
take the same path. 

All this was, in sum, what 
Allen W. Dulles, central intelli- 
gence agency chief, recently told 
a subcommittee of the joint con- 
gressional economic committee at 
Washington hearings. He was the 
first witness. Thirty or more ex- 
perts who followed echoed the

same basic facts. They differed 
in detail—for each was an expert 
in a selected field—and in degree 
of criticism of our government's 
failure to face up to the Soviet 
economic challenge. Dulles, as a 
government executive, could not 
be outwardly critical. But criti- 
cism was implied in what he 
Said. 

The Russian effort may falter. 
It faces many problems—lack of 
adequate manpower, low worker 
output, mounting pressure for con- 
sumer goods, a largely archaic 
agricultural system plagued ad- 
ditionally by cold weather -and 
lack of enough water. 

But Americans cannot safely 
assume that. it will falter. We are 
ahead in the over-all race as of 
now. But the Russians are gain- 
ing, dangerously so in heavy in- 
dustry, space and missile tech- 
nology and areas of economic 
and political competition. Con- 
tinued lagging on our part could 
result in the end in realization 
of Khrushchey’s threats to “bury’”’ 
us,

Will enhance Adlai Stevenson's 
prospect of getting the Demo- 
cratic nomination on the ground 
that he is the most visibly ex- 
perienced of the Democrats in 
foreign affairs.

This could be right. No one 
knows.

Gain Shabby Fame 


When the Wise Men sought from Herod the 
place where Christ should be born, Herod was 
unable to answer their questions. 
them on their. way to Bethlehem and said, 


East-West negotiations on Berlin 
and German reunification, on dis- 
armament plus veto-less Iinspec- 
tion, on Red Chinese pressures in 
Southeast Asia and Soviet pres- 
sures in the Middle East, on the 
India-Red China border aggres- 
sion. Secretary Herter gave this 
warning himself to the NATO min- 
isters in Paris. He said: “It re- 
mains to be seen whether the 
Soviet Union is prepared to ne- 
gotiate seriously to reach equi- 
table settlements of major issues. 
It would be a grave error to base 
our plans for the future on a 
more optimistic appraisal than is 
warranted by the facts.” 

3. Finally, should we attain in 
the next eight months a solid be- 
ginning toward a release from 
the overhanging danger of war 
with the prospect of some disarm- 
ament, are the American voters 
going to forget that Premier 
Khrushchev has flatly stated that 
the Communists will be in a fierce 
and formidable economic and po- 
litical contest-for-keeps with the 
United States? 

If peace and foreign affairs are 
to be controlling next fall, isn’t 
the realistic issue not who took 
the danger of war out of the cold 
peace — because neither of the 
nominees will have had much to 
do with it — but which leader- 
ship will best help to win the po- 
litical and economic contest-for- 
keeps to which Khrushchev has 
challenged us?

Of course, Herod had no inten- 
tion of worshiping the Child. He 
determined only to destroy Him 
and soon put into operation a plan 
which he believed would remove 
forever whatever threat the reign 
of the Child might represent to 
his own rule. This plan, which we 
call the Slaughter of the Inno- 
cents, was without success. The 
Wise Men detected a sour note in 
Herod's assumed piety and they 
departed for their homelands by 
another route. 

Historians refer to him as 
Herod the Great but real great- 
ness is not to be detected in either 
his character or his rule. He was 
an opportunist who through subtle 
cleverness, bribery and hardness 
of heart won and maintained a 
kingdom. From the beginning to 
the end of his reign, his hands 
were stained with blood. 

Why is greatness ascribed to 
him? He was an initiator of a vast 
building program which made his 
kingdom the envy of many people. 
He was a builder of cities and 
temples, both Jewish and pagan, 
and of roads, stadia and amphi- 
theaters. But his greatness was 
of the hand and not the heart and 
only broken columns now remain 
as mute evidences of a grandeur 
he claimed for himself.

Can Earn $2 Million a Year 
On Idle Funds, State Advised 


The state can earn between 
$600,000 and $2 million a year on 
investment of idle funds, the 
Economy and Reorganization 
Commission was told Monday. 


The estimate was contained in 
a report by the Finance Subcom- 
mittee, which also outlined legis- 
lation hecessary to putting the 
funds to work. 


The commission deferred action 
on the report until its final meet- 
ing Dec. 28. 


But in its session Monday the 


commission placed its final stamp 


of approval on several other pro- 
posals: 

1. To hire a qualified consulting 
firm to assist the Revenue depart- 
ment in drawing a comprehensive 
plan for structural and procedural 
improvements. 


2. To require prior approval of 
the Budget Bureau before the 
Merit System approves general in- 
creases in its salary schedules or 
creates new positions. 


3. To provide for permanent li- 
cense plates for state-owned ve- 
hicles, thereby reducing annual 
costs of tags and administration

4. To create a position of ad- 
visor to institutional farms to co- 
ordinate the programs of various 
state agencies which run farms. 
To create an advisory commit- 
tee on institutional farms. 


5. To abolish the Confederate 
Pensions and Records depart- 
ment; to transfer pension admin- 
istration to the Veterans Service 
department; to publish the re- 
maining roster of Confederate vet- 
erans before the department is 
abolished Dec. 31, 1960.

WASHINGTON—Milk in 11 U.S. cities contained substantial 
amounts of chemical insect killer, according to a government 
survey in 1958. Atlanta’s milk had no contamination. 


Results of the 1958 survey were made public Monday by the 
Food and Drug Administration. The chemicals found in the milk 
were DDT and agents containing chlorine. 


Seventeen cities were surveyed. Atlanta and New Orleans 
were the only Southern cities studied. New Orleans’ showed a 
residue of the chemicals.

It’s funny how big a week looks at one end and how scrawny 


and emaciated it looks from the other. When I began last week's 
vacation I was an heiress in time, bogged down, lolling about, 
basking in a lush, opulent plentitude of days. 


Now the week’s gone and from here it was nothing—a mere 
gasp of time, a squeezed out, rolled up tume of days that van- 
ished while I wasn’t looking. All the things I meant to do are 
still to be done. I haven’t hung a sprig of green or wrapped a 
single present. I haven’t waxed a floor or sewed a seam. The 
only cooking I did went the way of most cooking—into my family’s 
undiscriminating gullets. And, of course, what I really had in 
mind was turning out such a fancy array of goodies our food 
editor, Barbara Somerville, would be hovering ecstatically on 
the threshold of my kitchen with a photographer on hand to com- 
mit the whole thing to deathless color art. 


Oh, I was going to do wonders, all right. I even figured I 
would go to bed early and get up late, sleep in wrinkle cream 
and curlers and give myself manicures. I would buy books to give 
friends and, what’s more, get them all read before time to wrap 
them up. I count it a bitter sacrifice to give away a book I 
haven't read—and this is usually a desperate race against time. 
In fact, sometimes I have to read books in the bathtub, while walk- 
ing to the trolley in the rain or while eating. This means that 
gift books from me are frequently water-soaked and coffee-stained 
but I figure when you give somebody a book it’s a more intimate 
sharing than most anyhow. And a little peanut butter and jelly 
on the flyleaf reassures the recipient that he’s not getting one of 
those bare, gift-without-the-giver presents. 


But, of course, in that scroungy little week’s time I didn’t 
even get the Christmas books read. The truth of the matter is 
that it was a vacation signally distinguished by unachievement. 


Except for having a cold, which consumed a lot of time and 
energy, I did nothing. And yet how pleasantly the time ran out. 
I went with friends to hear the Christmas carols at the annual 
Spelman-Morehouse concert and cried when the. audience joined 
the talented Negro students in singing, ‘Go tell It On the 
Mountain."’ I went to my church's annual carol service and lost 
my heart to a snaggle-toothed choirster who sang with heart- 
wrenching, six-year-old solemnity of the shaggy, brown donkey 
who “‘carried His mother to Bethlehem town.”’ 


And when I should have been doing roughly three hundred 
other things I spent an afternoon wandering around the square 
of a small town, revelling in that country-come-to-town feeling 
which still prevails in some parts of our land. I meant to do a 
little shopping myself but I was bemused by the people: The 
dressed up mill girl in her fake fur jacket and fake emerald 
ear rings, flirting expertly and almost anxiously with a farm 
boy in overalls. The battered and weary laboring man smiling at 
his little girl over an armiload of artificial peinsettas. The faces 
of a Negro family, faces which might have been chiselled out of 
some pale sepia wood like walnut, bent over the palm of one of 
them, counting out their money in the middle of a dime store 
toy department. 


The sun was bright on the streets of the little town. Lamp posts 
were entwined with garlands of rhododendren and pine. A _ loud- 
speaker system poured out carols and package-laden people milled 
about, jostling one another, looking excited and anxious and tired. 
A grizzled old Negro drove by in an oxcart, scarcely noticed by 
the throng of teen-agers following him in a sports Car. 

Happy and idle, I bumbled about among them. 
how a week shrinks, even when it’s hardly worn at all.

emphatic manner available, by 
playing the ten. East realized 
that a force on declarer would 
reduce him to only four trumps, 
while East held five. 


West dutifully continued with 
the ace of spades and South 
ruffed. He tested trumps with the 
ace and when West showed out 
he appeared to have a dead sol- 
dier on his hands, for the loss of 
a trump trick seemed inevitable. 


After a bit of reflection, how- 
ever, declarer realized that if 
East’s eight cards in the plain 
suits were favorably divided 
there was a chance to bring in 12 
tricks. He played a diamond to 
the king and a diamond back to 
the ace, ruffing the third round 
with dummy’s low trump. The 
first obstacle had been surmount- 
ed when diamonds broke. Declar- 
er then cashed two club tricks 
and, when East dropped the nine, 
declarer saw that he could win 
the hand if he could determine 
whether East’s odd card was a 
spade or a club.

- thing,”” and told about a Wis- 
consin gunner who took a shot 
at a red-white-and-blue striped 
school bus, thinking it was a 
deer. There was another ex- 
ample of a California nimrod 
who potted his companion, mis- 
taking him for a pheasant, 
though the guy was slightly 
larger than a pheasant and 
wore a red-and-white plaid 


gun they carry. They seem entirely unaware that 
the iron tube in their hands is very lethal indeed 
and must be treated with both knowledge and re- 
spect. Each year dozens of hunters take their 
last trip into the woods, and many hundreds of 
others escape with slight or serious injury. 


That some gunners are trigger-happy and blast 
away without being sure of their targets was 
pointed up vividly by a story I heard at the re- 
cent meeting of the International Association of 
Game and Fish Commissioners. An old friend, 
who is an officer in Michigan's Conservation de- 
partment, told me about a farmer in his state 
who had two or three of his prize black angus 
killed in the pasture each year, during deer sea- 
son. 


Last year before deer season opened, he drove 
all his stock into the barn. On both sides of each 
black animal, he printed in large white letters— 
C O W. His only mistake was in turning them 
out to pasture again. In spite of this precaution, 
three more of his herd were killed by high-

Place roll of sausage onto pastry, dampen 
one edge of pastry and fold, pressing the edges together. Flake 
the edges with the back of a knife and make two or three slight 
cuts across the top. Place on baking sheet, brush the top with 
beaten egg, and bake at top of oven (445 degrees) for 15 to 20 min.

4 tsp. baking powder 14 cup sifted flour 
24 tsp. salt 


Cream butter, add sugar gradually and cream till light and 
fluffy. Add the eggs, one at a time, beat well. Sift dry ingredients 
three times. Add alternately with Bourbon to ereamed mixture. 
Dredge the raisins and nuts in the % cup of flour. Add to batter, 
mixing well. Line two 10’’x4"’ loaf pans with buttered paper. Bake 


at 350 degrees for one hour. Cool 10 minutes in pan. Turn out on 
wire cake rack.

Sift together 314 cups sifted 
flour, 3\% tsp. double acting baking powder and % tsp. salt. 
Add to butter mixture alternately with 1 cup milk, Beat till 
smooth. Beat 8 egg whites till stiff, but not dry. Fold this in. 
Pour batter into 4 round 9” layer pans, 1” deep, lined with 
paper on bottom—then grease. Bake at 375 degrees for 15 
minutes. Let stand 5 minutes, then turn out on cake racks. 


FROSTING 
Beat 8 egg yolks: add 1% cups sugar and % cup butter. Cook, 
stirring, 5 minutes. Do not let yolks become scrambled in appear- 
ance—this can best be accomplished by cooking in double boiler. 
Mixture should look almost translucent. Remove from heat and add 
1 cup each of chopped pecans, chopped seeded raisins, shredded 
coconut, and finely chopped cherries, % tsp. salt and ‘2 cup 
Bourbon of rye whisky. Store loosely covered with foil in cool place 
—cake will keep several weeks.
